PURPOSE: To read desired medical information by inputting retrieval information 
including at least a desired patient name and the designation of a desired stage in the plural 
stages in a medical examination. 

CONSTITUTION: A retrieving device 9 manages each kind of table related with entire 
information preserved in picture data bases 5 and 6, and an inspection sample inspection data 
base 8, and a directory related with the preserving place of each kind of information, specifies 
information equivalent to a retrieval key inputted from observing devices 10 and 11, that is, the 
information desired by an operator, extracts the information from each data base 5, 6, and 8, and 
returns it to devices 10 and 11 being the origin of transmission. At that time, the designated 
designation is included in the retrieval key as necessary so that the information matched with a 
selection rule corresponding to the designated designation can be immediately accepted. Thus, it 
is not necessary for the operator to specify the final information, and it is possible to relieve the 
load of the operator, and to easily retrieve the desired information.
